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(54) Title: DOCK-TO-DOCK RECEIVING AND DISPENSING FOR POSTAL PROCESSING CENTER 



(57) Abstract 

Ibe invention relates to a postal processing facility including a sorting system that receives mail in trays and sorts mail to trays 
and a dock area including a plurality of transportation docks that provide interface with transportation vehicles, comprising: a receiving 
and dispatching system that loads trays of sorted mail ftom a sorting system to transportation fixtures and unloads trays of mail to be 
sorted from transportation fixtures to the sorting system; and wherein said receiving and dispatching system is at die dock area of the 
postal processing facility thereby providing substantially direct movement of fixtures between transportation vehicles and said receiving and 
dispatching system.
